jurkyrte'last three years, for the freedom 
of Kansas, yet knowing the wiles and 
sirfiigth of the Slave Power, and the potent 
•mxiliarics it has in the .political, commercial 
and other relations Oiat connect the people 
of the bond and the free States, our fears 
for the enslavement of that territory have 
by far exceeded our hopes of its freedom.— 
Nor are we yet .entirely satisfied on that 
point, although every body here in the 
north seems to be setting down into the 
confident belief that Kansas must lie a free 
State. Democrats, Republicans, Americans 
and ncn-partisans, all seem to have reached 
that conclusion. 
"\Vell,then,s'jpposo we admit for a moment 


that Kansas is not to be enslaved but that 
she will be admittod.into the Union speedily 
as a free State—as free as Massachusetts or 
Vermont. 
We may still ask, how is this to 


be effected ? -Are not the bogus Legisla- 
ture, the Border Kuffian Jaws, (under which 
more than half the people are defraaehis- 
ed,),the pro-slavery judiciary, and a twad- 
dling Buchanan Governor, all in full and 
active .authority in that territory ? Are 
not the so-called legal proceedings that are 
now going forward there for the form ation 
of a State Constitution, a most shallow and 
impudent fraud ? and does not Gov. Wal- 
ker, from .his inmost soul, see and know 
them to be so ? Above all, have we not 
what is termed a 'Democratic' President oi 
the United States, and a 'Democratic' Con- 
gress, by a.considerable majority? and are 
not these high authorities to pass upon and 
sanction whatever institutions and constitu- 
tion Kansas is to be permitted to bring with 
her into the Union ? 


Who disputes these things ? Nobody.— 


Well, then, we ask in all soberness, whai 
chance is there for freedom in Kansas ? 
Have not the Sham Democracy always ap- 
proved themselves the most subservient and 
willing tools of the slave drivers ? Have j 
tiiey even scrupled or refused to aid in ex-' 
tending Slavery ? Have they not delibcr-1 
ately aided in bringing no less than nine 
huge Slave States into the Union, since the 
Constitution was adopted? Did they not 
under Polk, bring Texas into the Unioi.and 
plunge us.into the horr.irs of the Mexican 
war ? Did they not deliberately give up a 
hundred thousand square miles of New 
Mexico, (all the best part of that territory) 
to be enslaved by the Texan land-stcalers ? 


And pray who was it, except this beauti- 


ful party, styling itself "Democratic," that 
repealed the Missouri Compromise, passed 
the odious and unconstitutional Fugitive 
(Slave law, and through its chosen ruffians 
inflicted and justified the ratrocious personal 
outrages upon the noble SUMMER, GIIEELEY 
and GRANGER, for their manly advocacy of 
universal freedom? Nay, who is it, save 
Jiordcr Kuffian rowdies, acting under 'Dem- 
ocratic' authority, that have, for three years 
past, been using every device that fraud, vi- 
olence and murder could suggest, to secure 
the permanent enslavement of Kansas ? 


Now, Jn the name of sense and decency, 


Vfhatrational hope is there that this same 
Democratic party is going to keep Slavery- 
out of Kansas ? They have the power— 
nobody doubts that—-but have they the dis- 
position, the sense of justice, of humanity

consummation ? Alas, their whole history, 
as a party, is an unblushing and llmndcrin;

There is, however-just one plan—and but 


one—upon which the J Sham Democracy 
may be expected to aid Kansas to come in 
as a free State. And that is the foul anil 
fatal snare which we strongly suspect; but 
•we have neither seen nor heard it alluded to 
by press, orator or oracle of any descript- 
ion, unless the dim foreshadowing which may 
be gleaned from Gov.

It is certainly possi- 


ble that the freedom of Kansas may be se- 
cured by a process not \ess vile and infam- 
ous than \fould be her enslavement, viz. by 
afoul andvillanous compromise, in Congress 
or elsewhere—a compromise by which some 
other fair and free territory may 1>C cursed 
•with the doom of Slavery. Against such 
an infernal plot, the Free States should be 
on their guard—for not a few of their Dem- 
ocratic representatives would doubtless he 
ready to aid in it. Let the people bewari

ed him with the remark; 'Gov. Marcy, you 
seem to enjoy very jjood health. His ap- 
pearance indicated Ins fatal malady; and 
the remark, how much he valued the enjoy- 
ment of that in another which he was con- 
scious he could not realize himself."
